 voices opposition to short-term federal spending  
 

ASA leadership opposes efforts by House Republicans to avert a government shut-

down with a short-term spending bill that funds the Department of Defense through 

the entire fiscal year, but only provides short-term funding for all other government 

operations. 

 

ASA Board Chair Bob Blancato characterized the legislation as “unbalanced and unfair. To ensure 

funding for one priority for the rest of the year while subjecting others to temporary funding is the 

heart of what is wrong with this bill.” 

 

ASA members argue that a responsible policy should provide both defense and non-defense discre-

tionary programs with full-year funding—with higher spending caps for both. 

 

“To pass this bill on the heels of the huge gamble being taken with the tax reform bill delivers a dou-

ble slap to vulnerable Americans of all ages, especially those who rely on safety net programs for sur-

vival,” added Bill Benson, Chair of the ASA Public Policy Committee. 

 

ASA members want both the House and Senate to reject this stop-gap spending bill and instead adopt 

a balanced, bi-partisan consensus on responsible budgeting for government that protects the vulnera-

ble.
